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The two vacancies now existing in the grade of captain 
in the Artillery Corps will not be filled by the promotion 
of the two officers standing at the head of the list of 
first lieutenants, but will be left unfilled pending the 
final arrangement of the officers according to their lineal 
rank, so that the two officers who are finally found to 
be entitled, by length of prior commissioned service, to 
stand at the top of the first lieutenants of Artillery, 
will get the higher rank. This has this week been finally 
decided upon by the Secretary of War. The many ques- 
tions of rank and promotion which have arisen since 
the passage of the Army Reorganization act have caused 
the War Department no end of trouble and annoyance, 
and the difficulty would have been still greater had we 
not had at the head of the Department a lawyer of excep- 
tional ability and experience. The questions affecting 
the lineal rank of officers have probably been the most 
puzzling. Decision after decision has been rendered 
by Mr. Root, until now, after many months of work in 
the Adjutant’ General’s Office, the final arrangement of 
rank only awaits the appointment of all the officers 
for whom vacancies were created under the act of Feb. 
2. In the Artillery Corps there are over thirty vacan- 
cies in the grade of first lieutenant. For these there are 
naturally many applicants. There are thirty vacancies 
in the grade of second lieutenant of the Artillery Corps. 
All of the first lieutenancies in the Cavalry and Infan- 
try have been filled, but there are still 19 vacancies 
among the second lieutenants of Cavalry. Twenty-eight 
second lieutenants of Infantry are to be appointed from 
civil life, to fill the vacancies existing prior to Feb. 2, 
1901, and 29 vacancies in that grade additional now exist 
by virtue of the act of that date, making a total of 
57 vacancies in the grade of second lieutenant of Infantry. 
These will be filled as soon as it is possible, and then 
the War Department will announce the lineal rank of all 
the officers of subaltern rank.

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President Roosevelt's recommendation, in his recent 
uessage, that “the paper work of the Army should be 
zrreatly reduced” will awaken a responsive echo in the 
wart of every officer in the Service. The work and 
vorry involved in the preparation of these voluminous re- 
sorts impose a serious tax upon the time and energy of 
ccounting officers, and a point has now been reached 
vhere earnest effort should be made to reform and sim- 
plify the system. The British military authorities are 
already moving in this matter and even the Russians, 
whom we suppose to be away behind us in the science 
of military organization, are dong likewise. A Russian 
commission, with Gen. Gontcharoff as President, has al- 
ready made important revisions of the rules relative to 
military reports and correspondence, the tendency being 
toward enlarging the powers of subordinate commanders 
so as to reduce the number of official papers, and it 
proposes certain desirable changes in the regulations 
coverning correspondence in time of war. The need for 
similar reforms in our own military establishments is ap- 
preciated by every officer in the Navy as well as the 
Army, and the genius who proposes a system which shall 
insure accuracy combined with simplicity and ‘a reduc- 
tion in the volume of paper work will be hailed as a 
benefactor of the Service. “Blessed be the man who 
first invented sleep,” as Sancho Paaza says, “and blessed 
be he, whate’er his name or nation, who will give our 
Army-rest from this perpetual dipping into the ink pot, 
or the perpetual clatter of the typewriter in-the prepar- 
ation of endless reports and returns. The prospect of 
relief from the change which the President advises, and 
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the fact that he has so pointedly called attention to the 
necessity for it, ought to serve as a spur to the inventive 
genius of those who know the needs of the Services.

The order published last week directing Capt. Beverly 
W. Dunn, O. D., to visit various institutions of learning 
to inquire into their methods of instruction for the bene- 
fit of the proposed ordnance school at Sandy Hook, is an- 
other step in the direction of the system of education for 
the Army inaugurated by the War Department. This 
will increase the number of officers on duty at Sandy 
Hook, and should emphasize their plea for quarters there. 
With the handsome and well equipped post of Fort Han- 
cock so near by, ordnance officers at Sandy Hook have an 
illustration of what may be done for them and should be 
done. As it is, married officers are obliged to seek quar- 
ters elsewhere for their families and are deprived of the 
social life to which they share an equal title with other 
officers where this does not interfere with official duty. 
Ordnance duty requires not only a knowledge of the high- 
er mathematics, mechanics, and ballistics, but of electric- 
ity, chemistry, etc. The ordnance officers are very prop- 
erly concerned lest their corps should suffer deteriora- 
tion through the introduction of new elements and they 
are wisely taking precautions to secure proper instruc- 
tion for new officers. Their skill and fidelity has result- 
ed heretofore in large savings to the Government in 
money and reputation for skillful administration, and the 
corps should receive all possible encouragement in the 
endeavor to maintain its high standards.

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The Board on Construction of the Navy has recently 
considered the plan suggested by Admiral Crowninshield 
for the training of landsmen of the Navy at barracks es- 
tablished at Navy Yards instead of upon old ships of the 
Vermont type. The Board has unanimously approved the 
plan and the Secretary will ask Congress this session for 
appropriations for the establishment, at each of the Navy 
Yards in this country, of appropriate barracks to put the 
plan in operation. For many years past Rear Admiral 
Crowninshield has urged that the training of landsmen be 
done in land barracks. According to his contention the 
men will be better cared for and trained in such manner, 
than under the existing method of having them live in old 
worn out ships, many of which have proven to be un- 
healthful. He suggests that the necessary equipment for 
the training of the men in seamanship be provided at 
the Navy Yards to be devoted to this purpose, and that 
large and comfortable barracks be erected in which the 
men may live. '

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Among the measures of special interest to the Military 
and Naval Services recently presented in Congress are the 
following: By Mr. Hawley (1679), providing for the re- 
tirement of certain veterans of the Civil War, now serv- 
ing as officers of the Regular Army, with increased 
rank; by Mr. Teller (S. 1771), for the retirement, with 
advanced grade, of active officers who served in the Civil 
War and whose names are now borne on the Official Reg- 
ister of the Army; by Mr. Dayton (H. R. 5779' author- 
izing the issue of gratuities and medals to enlisted men 
of the Navy and Marine Corps, who shall distinguish 
themselves in battle or display extraordinary heroism 
in the line of their profession. These several measures 
will receive proper discussion in the columns of the ARMY

Mr. Hay. of Virginia has introduced a bill in the House 
of Representatives which, if adopted, as it should be, will 
enable the Government to discharge an obligation which 
should have been cancelled long ago. It is a measure 
to provide pay for certain employes of the Treasury, War, 
and Navy Departments for work performed in excess of 
the regular working hours during the period of the war 
with Spain, and for that purpose appropriating. about 
$231,000.

Senator Mason has introduced a bill (S. 1775) to refer 
to the Court of Claims for settlement the claims of those 
entitled to longevity credit for service as cadets at the 
Military Academy or as enlisted men. The rights of such 
claimants under the law has been fully established by de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court of the United States, and 
it is a gross injustice to deprive them of their due because 
of thé want of action by the department and Congress. 
Our Government has an unenviable reputation as the, 
shameless repudiator of such obligations, and the justice 
and honor of a great nation is too often made contingent 
upon the measure of some petty clerk's ability to under- 
stand and interpret the law. 

While the Naval Academy is in itself the noblest con- 
ceivable monument to the memory of its founder, the 
late George Bancroft, formerly Secretary of the Navy, 
it is eminently proper that the Academy in its recon 
structed form should possess a portrait memorial of that 
far-sighted statesman. For this reason the bill presented 
in the House by Mr. Bull to appropriate $25,000 for the 
purpose of procuring a bronze statue of Mr. Bancroft and 
placing it in the grounds of the Academy is a measure 
which should and doubtless will command prompt and 
favorable consideration.

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FIFTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 


Considering the fact that this session marks the begin- 
ning of a new Congress the work accomplished thus far 
is very satisfactory. Many bills of the greatest import- 
ance to the Services have been introduced during the 
past two weeks, and already the Committees ef the 
House and Senate have begun serious work. All but 
seven of the nominations of officers of both the Army and 
the Navy have been confirmed, and those which have not 
yet received the action of the Senate Committees will 
be taken up immediately after the recess. The announce- 
ment of the Senate Committees this week was probably 
the most important development in the session next to 
the various bills introduced. . 

In the House Committees there has been little actual 
work up to the present time. The Committe on Naval 
Affairs has prepared the first rough draft of the annual 
appropriation bill giving the estimates as made by the 
Navy Department. This bill is, of course, simvlv for the 
convenience of the sub-committee of the committee which 
will first take up for consideration the matter of appro- 
priations. The general opinion among congressmen 
seems to be that the Schley controversy will act to the 
disadvantage of the Navy. However, this is a matter of 
speculation and no facts are known which confirm this 
conclusion.

BILL FOR THE REVENUE CUTTES SERVICE.

MODERN ORGANIZATION LOR ARTILLERY. 


H. R. 6308, Mr. McClellan by request)—To provide a 
modern organization for the field ariiilery «f the A: my. 
Be it enacted, that hereafter the field artillery of the 
Army shall consist of one major general, chief of ar- 
tillery, two brigadier generals, two regiments of horse 
artillery, two regiments cf — and two regimcnts 
of heavy field artillery, one regiment of mountain artil- 
lery, and one regiment of siege artillery; that the 36 
batteries of field artillery now authorized by law for the 
Artillery Corps are hereby detached therefrom and shall 
be by the President crganized into five of the r: giments 
hereinbefore authorized: Provided, that he shall, on 
the first of July in each of the next succeeding three 
years after the passage of this act, cause to be organ- 
ized one additional regiment of field artillery as herein 
provided for. 

Sec. 2. That the President may select the field officers 
ef the five regiments first to be organized and promote 
them to the field artillery from the next lower grades 
in the Artillery Corps, and shall select the captains 
and lieutenants for these five regiments from like grades 
in that corps and assign them to the field artiilery. As 
additional regiments are organized romotion to them 
shall be made by seniority in the field artille as niw 
provided by law for promotion in the line of the Army, 
and that, upon their own application, second lieutenants 
cf cavalary may transferred to the field artillery 
to complete this organization: And provided further, 
that the carrying out of the provisions cf this act shal 
not thereby reduce the total number of companies or 
batteries now prescribed by law for the Artille Corps, 
the places of the field batteries being taken “ty 
panies cf coast artillery, organized as the President 
may direct, nor shall the present number of officers in 
the several grades of the Artillery Corps be reduced, 
and that there shall be added to the Artille Corps, 
one major general commanding and four b er gen- 


erals. 

Sec. 3. That a regiment of field artillery shall consist 
of cne colonel, one adjutant, one quartermaster and com- 
missary, one veterinarian with the pay and allowarices 
of a captain mounted, one sergeant major, one quar- 
termaster sergeant, one commissary sergeant, one saddle 
sergeant, one farrier sergeant, two col‘r sergeants, one 
chief trumpeter, a band as now authorized by law for 
a regiment of cavalry, and two battalions. The regi- 
mental adjutants and quartermasters shall be extra cap- 
tains selected from the captains of their respective regi- 
ments. A battalion of field artillerv shal] consist of one 
lieutenant colonel, one major, one battalion adjutant, one 
battalion ermaster and commissary, one veterina- 
Tian, one battalicn sergeant major, one battalion quar- 
termaster sergeant, one battalion commissary se nt 
ene battalion saddler sergeant, one battalion farrier ser- 
geant, one corporal battalion standard bearer, two trum- 
peters, and three field batteries organized as ncw pre- 
scribed by law. The battalion adjutants and quarter- 
masters shall be extra first lieutenants selected from the 
first Meutenants of their respective battalions. Of the 
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battalion veterinarians, the senior half shall receive the 
pay and allowances of a first lieutenant mounted anu 
the junior half the pay and allowances of a second lieu- 
tenant mcunted, and all other officers and enlisted men 
of the field artillery regiments shall receive the pay and 
allowances now provided by law for like grades in the 
Cavalry: Provided, That the President, when he may 
deem it necessary in the event of probable war, may add 
to the above regimental organization for the regiment of 
siege artillery cne battalion, and to each of the battal- 
ions of the horse and mountain artillery regiments one 
battery, to be equip for service as field artillery am- 
munition trains, and to each of the battalion organiza- 
tions, including the third battalion cf the po artiller: 
regiment, of the light, heavy, and siege artillery regi- 
ments, two batteries, one of which shall be equipped for 
service as a field artillery ammunition train; and he may 
add one second lieutenant to each battery of the field 
artillery, and four veterinarians cf the senior and fou 
of the junior grade to the field artillery for service with 
the ammunition trains and at the artillery depots. 

Sec. 4. That in the event of war, whenever any officer 
of the field artillery has been commissioned as an officer 
of volunteers, and accepts the same, or is otherwise de- 
tached from his regiment for a period of time that is 
likely to become detrimental to the efficiency of his regi- 
ment when serving in the field, the commander of an 
army in the field or of a separate corps or division shall 
have authority to, and shall, promote to such tempo- 
rary vacancy by brevet the senior cfficer of the field 
artillery in the next lower grade, and the vacancy there- 
by created shall be filled in like manner through each 
grade as now provided by law in case of regular pro- 
motion: Provided, That such temporary promotion shall 
be subject to the approval of the President, who shall 
have the authcrity to temporarily fill the local vacancy 
in the grade of second lieutenant caused by said pro- 
motion or promotions by brevet by appointment of a 
vclunteer second lieutenant in the field artillery for the 
war: Provided further, That when performing with their 
regiments the duties pertaining to said temporary breve.

return to duty with his regiment: Provided further, 
That the second lieutenants of volunteers appoint«d to 
the field artillery shall remain therewith until their 
terms of service expire, and in the event of actual va- 
cancies occurring in the grade of second lieutenant in 
the field artillery they may be appointed thereto, accora- 
ing to seniority, ———s to present law and regula- 
tions governing such appointments. 

Sec. 6. That officers of the field artillery shall be retired 
from service at the age of sixty-two years: Provided, 
That when a captain fails to attain the grade of major, 
by regular promotion, at the age of forty-two years, cra 
major the grade of lieutenant colonel at the age of fifty 
years. Or a lieutenant colonel the grade of colonel at the 
age of fifty-eight years, such (fficer or officers shall be 
placed upon a half-pay list, with the next higher grade, 
and withdrawn from the regular line of promotion: Pro. 
vided further, That upon their own application officers 
on such half-pay list shall be detailed to recruiting or 
such other duties which take officers temporarily away 
frcm_duty with their regiments, and while performin 

the duties pertaining to such details said officers sha 

be entitled to the fu'l pay and allowances of their re- 
spective grades. Officers on the half-pay list shall pass 
to the retired list at the age of sixty-four years.

We are pleased to note that Capt. Joshua A. Fessen- 
den, U. S. A., retired, has given so good an account 
of himself as Postmaster at Stamford, Conn., that he 
has been reappointed for four years more.

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LATEST FROM MANILA, 

Brig. Gen. Jacob H. Smith, U. 8. A., who is prose- 
cuting a vigorous campaign against the insurrectos in 
Samar has recommended Private Heintz, of the Hospital 
Corps, for a medal of honor for heroism at the battle 
of Gandara River in that island in October last. 
Early in the fight Heintz was shot through both arms 
and received a bolo gash in the back, but after recovery 
from a fainting spell and having his arms arranged 
in slings he directed the carrying of the wounded until 
they reached Catbalogan. Capt. William W. Calhoun, 
Assistant Surgeon, U. S. Vols., who witnessed Heintz’s 
bravery, recommended him for a certificate of merit, 
but General Smith holds that he deserves a medal. 

Half a dozen skirmishes took. place in the provinces 
of Batangas and Laguna, Southern Luzon, on Dec. 17, 
but the insurgents were routed in every instance. Sev- 
eral rebels were killed and a few Americans were 
wounded. Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U. 8. A., who 
is conducting military operations in these provinces 
has received additional troops during the present week. 

The purposes of the Philippine Federal party, the 
first representative political organization formed in the 
islands since the American occupation, are set forth 
in a petition which is to be submitted to the Congress 
of the United States. This petition asks that the 
islands be constituted a territory of the United States, 
with representation, by delegates, in Congress; that 
amnesty be granted for all punishments imposed for 
political crimes; that authority be granted the govern- 
ment of the islands to issue $100,000, in bonds to 
repair the ravages of war; and that the religious com- 
munities, which now constitute ‘‘a notorious danger to 
peace and public order,” be suppressed. This project 
will be urged upon Congress by ane Abreu, a Filipino, 
now employed in the public service at Washington, 
and by Senor Del Rosario, editor of the Manila Demo- 
cracia, who have been named as delegates for that pur- 
pose. This program of the Federal party derives some 
significance from the fact that one of its leading spirits 
is Senor Tavera, the native member of the Philippine 
Civil Commission. 

Aguinaldo’s emissary, Sexto Lopez, who is now in 
Hong Kong, has renewed his application for permission 
to return to Manila. He wants to enter the city under 
military protection without taking the oath of allegiance, 
which, he says, would nullify his influence with the 
Filipinos. Lopez offers to act as a Peace Commissioner. 
General Chaffee has emphatically refused Lopez’s re- 
quest. 

Governor Taft, who has been ill for some time, and wno 
has undergone two operations, will sail for San Fran- 
cisco with his family on the transport Grant on Christ- 
mas eve. It is expected that he will arrive at San Fran- 
cisco on Jan. 18 and in Washington on Feb. 1. 

There is increased activity among the insurgents in 
the provinces of Laguna and Batangas, and frequent 
skirmishes occur in which the American forces are uni- 
formly successful. It was in these provinces, says Gen- 
eral Chaffee in his recent annual report, that the insur- 
rection had its birth, “and here it is destined to die, and 
die hard.” 

The American Army and Navy officers stationed at 
Manila gave an elaborate banquet on the evening of 
Dec. 14 in honor of the officers of the British cruiser 
Endymion. The gathering was virtually a reunion of 
American and British officers who had met one another 
in Cuba and China, and was characterized by an im- 
pressive demonstration of good will. Speeches were made 
by Major Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, U. S. A., commanding 
Division of the Philippines, Captain Paget, R. N., com- 
manding the Endymion, Rear Admiral Frederick Rodgers, 
U. S. N., senior squadron commander Asiatic Station, 
Commissioner Wright, acting Civil Governor of the Phil- 
ippines and others. 

Severe earthquake shocks, continuing for more than a 
minute, terrified the inhabitants of Manila and adjacent 
territory on Sunday, Dec. 15. Hund of people rushed 
from churches, hotels and residences in fright and several 
were considerably injured. No serious results are re- 
ported. 

Gen. Chaffee has given notice that enlisted men who re- 
enlist after being mustered out on the completion of nine- 
teen months’ service in the Philippines will be granted 
furloughs. This statement was made in reply to an in- 
quiry from Col. William E. Dougherty. 8th Inf., U. S. 
A., from which a large number of men will be discharged 
within the next two months.

The House on Dec. 19 voted to make the Nicaragua 
Canal bill the continuing order after Jan. 7. This bill 
authorizes the President to secure from Costa Rica and 
Nicaragua control of the territory necessary for the 
construction and sufficient control of the canal, and when 
this is done the Secretary of War shaii construct it over 
the Nicaraguan route. San Juan River and Nicaragua 
Lake are to be used as far as possible. An appropriation 
of $10,000,000 is made immediately available, and $180,- 
000,000 is fixed as the limit of cost.

ARMY CONFIRMATIONS. 


The lo list of recess appointments and promotions, 
referred to in the Army and Navy Journal last week,

THE SCHLEY COURT OF INQUIRY. 


We fear that the Court of Inquiry in the case of Com- 
modore Schley could hardly, in good conscience, intro. 
duce their findings with the remark credited to a frontier 
judge, who, in rendering his decree, said: “If the Court 
know her own mind and she think she do.” There is no 
doubt as to the, opinions of a majority of the court, 
Admirals Benham and Ramsey, but the brains of some 
people appear to be tied into hard knots in the endeavor 
to determine precisely what modification Admiral Dewey 
intended to introduce into his formal approval of the find- 
ings and opinion of the Court by his expression of opin- 
ion following that approval. 

The Court holds that Commodore Schley should have 
proceeded with the utmost dispatch to Cienfuegos, should 
have maintained a close blockade there and should have 
endeavored to obtain information concerning the Span- 
ish fleet by communicating with the insurgents. Admiral 
Dewey holds that Commodore Schley did all of this, his 
endeavor to obtain information through the steamer 
Adula being a substantial compliance with the last re- 
quirement. The three members of the Court all agree 
that Schley’s conduct during the battle of July 3, was 
“self possessed, and that he encouraged in his own person 
his subordinates, officers and men, to fight courageously.” 
Admiral Dewey goes far beyond this modified praise and 
contends that Commodore Schley was in absolute com- 
mand, and that to him, as the commanding officer, belongs 
the credit for the destruction of the Spanish fleet. It 
follows that if the Commodore was in command of the 
fleet, it was the duty of the Texas to guide itself by his 
movements, and that he is subject to no censure for com- 
pelling her to halt in her course to avoid a collision. As 
the delay for the Eagle occurred before reaching the point 
22 miles from Santiago, and Admiral Dewey holds that 
the movement up to that point was made “with as much 
dispatch as was possible while keeping the squadron a 
unit” it would appear that he thinks that this delay was 
at least within the discretion of the commanding officer, 
and that he does not believe that Commodore Schley 
should be censured for such delay. ° 

So far as anything to the contrary shows, Admiral 
Dewey holds with his colleagues that Commodore Schley 
is censurable for not proceeding to Santiago with due dis- 
patch after he arrived within 22 miles of that port, for 
not disposing his squadron with a view to intercepting 
the enemy, for making his retrograde movement, for his 
disobedience to the orders of the Navy Department, for 
not doing his utmost to destroy the Colon, and other 
Spanish vessels, and for sending inaccurate and mislead- 
ing reports concerning his coal supply. There would ap- 
pear to be also an agreement by the three members 
of the court in the opinion that “Commodore Schley’s 
eonduct in connection with the events of the Santiago 
campaign between May 26 and June 1, 1898, that is, 
during five days, was characterized by vacillation, dila- 
toriness, and lack of enterprise,” and that he was guilty 
of doing an act of injustice to a subordinate officer, Lieut. 
Comdr. A. C. Hodgson. 

The unanimous opinion of the court, therefore, re- 
lieves Commodore Schley of the imputation of personal 
cowardice, one which no fair-minded man ever enter- 
tained, but leaves him subject to the stigma his critics 
have endeavored to put upon him as showing a lack on 
a particular occasion of the energy and determination of 
purpose required to meet the critical conditions of war 
where everything depended upon the will of the command- 
ing officer. A somewhat extended acquaintance with the 
details of military and naval operations during the Civil 
War, and the more recent war with Spain, satisfies 
us, however, that a similar sifting of other records would 
result in a like verdict against more than one officer 
whose name stands high on the roll of fame. It will be 
remembered that this was the precise charge made by 
Secretary Welles against Admiral Dupont, in addition to 
the charge communicated to Congress that he had diso- 
beyed orders on three specified occasions. 


The findings of the Court of Inquiry, so far from ending 
this unhappy controversy, as we hoped it might, prom- 
ises to extend its scope and to add to it, in some quarters 
at least, new virulence and energy. Bills introduced in 
Congress give proof of this, and there is a prospect that 
the matter will be brought to the determination of a 
civil court by a suit for criminal libel against some of 
those responsible for the publication of odious criticisms 
of Admiral Schley, the worst of which have been disap- 
proved by the conclusions of this Court of Inquiry. We 
understand that if such a suit is brought it will be in a 
Baltimore court. 

As for naval opinion, it is already made un on the 
record of testimony and it will be little influenced, one 
way or the other, by the opinion of either the majority or 
the minority of the court. Those who do not agree with 
Admiral Dewey in his conclusions will be apt to ascribe to 
him undue partiality for the officer whom he so affection- 
ately remembers as the “Winnie” Schley over whom he ex- 
ercised guardian care as his senior at the Academy. They 
should remember, however, that no man is more thor- 
oughly familiar than Admiral Dewey with the mental, 
moral and professional characteristics of Admiral Schley, 
and his opinion concerning him is therefore entitled to the 
greatest weight. 

The powerful influence of popular opinion is with the 
Admiral in his recognition of Admiral Schley as the hero 
of Santiago and an attempt is being made to secure such 
action by Congress, as will establish this recognition as 
part of the official record. A reference to our heading of 
“Bills Before Congress” will show how numerous are the

bills complimentary to Admiral Schley introduced into 
poth Senate and House. 

In a letter dated Feb. 6, 1899, Secretary Long ex- 
pressed an opinion concerning Admiral Schley's dilatori- 
ness, ete., and his disobedience of orders, even more 
strongly than it is stated in the opinion of the Court of 
Inquiry. With the letter containing these criticisms be- 
fore him the President nominated Schley for promotion 
to his present rank and the Senate of the United States 
confirmed this nomination. The Regulations required 
that before receiving his commission the candidate for 
honors should go before an examining board. The mem- 
bers of this board were Rear Admirals Montgomery, Si- 
card, Edward O. Matthews and Charles S. Norton. It 
was their duty to inquire into every fact spread upon the 
records or otherwise open to them, which could help them 
io determine the mental, moral and professional qualifi- 
cations of Admiral Schley, and they recommended his 
promotion. No man will question the integrity, the fair- 
ness of mind, or the professional qualifications of the 
members of the Examining Board. Were they wrong 
then, was the President of the United States wrong, was 
the Senate wrong then, or is the Court of Inquiry wrong 
now? 

The loose talk in the daily papers concerning the mo- 
tives of Admiral Dewey in finding that the real com- 
mander at Santiago was Commodore Schley will have no 
influence in professional circles. No man is more compe- 
tent to decide this question than the Admiral of the Navy, 
and he had the facts before him on which to make a de- 
cision. Henceforth the issue upon the question he has 
undertaken to decide is not between Admiral Schlev and 
those who impeach his record, but between them and the 
Admiral of the Navy, who is quite competent to maintain 
his position by the citation of the record should the proper 
occasion for doing so ever offer. 

The criticism of Admiral Dewey for presenting a min- 
ority opinion is without merit. Under the circum- 
stances it was not only his privilege but his duty to do 
so. In decisions reviewing the actions of Courts of In- 
quiry it has heretofore been held that, while it is the 
court which is called upon to give an opinion, “yet as 
the opinion of a Court of Inquiry is not a judgment, it 
is not deemed to be necessary that the same as rendered, 
should be unanimous or single, nor is the fact that the 
majority concur in a certain opinion regarded as preclud- 
ing (as is the case of a court-martial) the expression 
of their dissent by a minority of the court. In case of dis- 
sent, it is not only proper, but desirable, for the instruc- 
tion of the reviewing officer, that the different conclusions 
arrived at by the different members be formally reported 
in the record. “The very disagreement, indeed, of intelli- 
gent minds, it has further been held, is a material and im- 
portant fact in the case and one of which the reviewing 
authority is entitled to have the advantage in his con- 
sideration of and action upon the case.” There is a 
case reported in which the dissenting members were re- 
quired to put their opinions on record, and though the 
expression of a dissenting opinion by a Court of Inquiry 
is rare it is not unknown. 

“The Court of Inquiry,” as Winthrop, formerly Judge 
Advocate General of the Army and a high authority 
upon Courts-Martial and Courts of Inquiry, tells us, “Is 
really no court at all. No criminal issue is formed before 
it, it arraigns no prisoner, receives no plea, makes no find- 
ing of guilt or innocence, awards no punishment. It does 
not administer justice, and is not sworn to do so, but 
simply to ‘examine and inquire.’” Yet its conclusions may 
have all of the effect of a conviction, and sentence; as in 
the case of Major Andre, who was hung because the 
Court of Inquiry in his case decided that he “ought to 
be considered as a spy from the enemy, and that agreeable 
to the law and usage of nations, he ought to suffer death.” 
In more than one instance officers have been dismissed 
by the finding of a Court of Inquiry without further pro- 
ceedings; Lieutenant Lane, in 1835, Assistant Surgeon 
Byrnes in 1844 and others in peace as well as war. 

It is further established that the officer having au- 
thority to review the proceedings of the court may 
order it to reassemble, and as often as he may think prop- 
er, to correct its proceedings, to rehear witnesses or to 
take entirely new testimony, or the court itself may do 
this of its own motion without orders in connection with 
the revision of its proceedings. An effort will probably 
be made to persuade the President to order this court 
to review its proceedings. 
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With the ratification of the Hay-Pauncefote Treaty, 
by what is virtually the united action of the Senate— 
only six members voting in the negative—the one serious 
obstacle to the construction of an Isthmian canal is final- 
ly overcome. The treaty, whose terms have already been 
outlined in these columns, stipulates that the canal shall 
be constructed and regulated by the United States ex- 
clusively, that its neutralization shall be maintained by 
rules similar to those adopted at Constantinople in 1888 
for the free navigation of the Suez Canal, and that the 
United States shall be at liberty to maintain such military 
police along the canal as may be necessarv to protect it 
against lawlessness and disorder. In short, this treaty, 
by specifically abrogating the Clayton-Bulwer Treaty of 
1850, provides that the United States may build the 
canal, fortify it and manage it without regard for any 
Juropean Power, guaranteeing only that it shall be kept 
open on equal terms to the ships of all nations in times 
both of peace and war. The cordial acquiescence of Great 
Britain in these terms is a gratifying recognition of 
the fairness of the American demands concerning the 
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canal project, and their prompt ratification in London 
and Washington is supremely creditable to both contract- 
ing nations. The next important step is the selection of 
a canal route, and this subject is already receiving the 
serious attention of Congress. An agreement on this 
question cannot be long delayed, and that will undoubted- 
ly be followed by an early beginning of constructive work 
on the canal enterprise. History will record the action of 
the United States Senate on Dec. 16, 1901, as a red let- 
ter event in the development of a project which means 
the marriage of two oceans and a resolution in the com- 
merce of the world. 
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Among the more important bills recently introduced in 
the House of Representatives is one by Mr. Payne, of 
New York, “temporarily to provide revenues for the 
Philippine Islands.” It is designed to meet the emer- 
gency arising from the recent decision of the Federal Su- 
preme Court holding that the Philippines are a part of 
the United States, and that consequently imports from 
the islands are not liable to the duties prescribed by 
the Dingley tariff act upon entering American ports. 
This decision has deprived the Insular Government of 
the Philippines of the income derived from customs 
duties levied on American goods imported into the 
archipelago, and the result is an urgent need of such 
legislation as shall provide the islands with revenues 
to meet their current and prospective expenses. To do 
this Mr. Payne’s bill simply extends to Philippine prod- 
ucts entering the United States, and to United States 
products entering the Philippines, the same duties which 
the Dingley act imposes upon imports of products of for- 
eign countries into the United States. It is provided, 
however, that the moneys collected in the Philippine 
archipelago in pursuance of this act, less the cost of 
collecting the same, and the gross amount of collec- 
tions in the United States upon articles coming from 
the Philippine archipelago, shall not be turned into the 
Treasury of the United States, “but shall be held as a 
separate fund and paid into the Treasury of the Phil- 
ipine Islands to be used for the government and benefit 
of said islands.” This provision is a remarkably gen- 
erous concession to the Filipinos, and is in exact ac- 
cordance with the American pledge that the revenues 
derived from the islands shall be used exclusively for 
the promotion of their own welfare. It insures an 
increasing volume of revenue for their domestic needs 
and will undoubtedly serve to stimulate commercial 
intercourse between the archipelago and the United 
States. The proposed measure affords an admirable 
illustration of the American policy of helping the 
Filipinos to help themselves. Mr. Payne’s bill passed 
to second reading in the House on Dec. 18 by a vote 
of 163 to 128. 
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Secretary Root has decided upon the immediate prep- 
aration of plans for establishing a permanent post at Ma- 
nila with accommodations for two squadrons of cav- 
alry, two batteries of artillery and two full regiments 
of infantry. This is in accordance with the earnest 
recommendation of General Chaffee, who also points 
out that inasmuch as a partial concentration of troops 
may be safely undertaken in certain provinces within 
the next year, early efforts should be made to provide 
barracks for the men and quarters for the officers. 
Secretary Root is unwilling, however, to undertake the 
construction of barracks and quarters at other points 
than Manila until the vexatious dispute over the land 
laws has been adjusted by the Philippine Commission. 
As soon as the security of land titles is established 
permanent barracks will doubtless be authorized at 
other places throughout the provinces. General Chaf- 
fee estimates the cost of the proposed post in Ma- 
nila at $500,000, and he makes the interesting sugges- 
tion that it be paid for out of the domestic revenues.

Before the Senate confirms the nominations of Generals 
Gillespie, Crozier and Davis to be brigadier generals and 
chiefs of their respective corps or departments there 
promises to be a lively fight in the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs. There are several reasons why these 
appointments have not been confirmed. On Dec. 5 the 
War Department sent to the Senate the nomination of 
General Gillespie to be Chief of Engineers with a four- 
years’ detail, but later this was withdrawn and a perma- 


nent nomination substituted. The War Department holds 
that the Reorganization act, in providing for the appoint- 
ment of the Chief of Engineers, excludes the Engineer 
Corps entirely from the four-years’ detail provision. The 
wording of the law is rather ambiguous. It savs that the 
Chief of the Corps shall be “selected” as now required 
by law, which is interpreted by the War Department to 
mean that he shall be permanently appointed. As to this 
interpretation, however, there is considerable doubt in the 
Senate Committee. There is also some doubt as to wheth- 
er the appointment of General Davis to be Judge Advo- 
cate General shall be for four years or permanently. 
here seems to be no doubt but that General Crozier’s 
appointment is a four-years’ detail. But the law is uncer- 
tain. If these appointments to be chiefs of staff, corps or 
departments are simply details for four years the question 
arises what is to become of the officers so detailed at 
the end of the four years. Under the law, it is said at the 
War Department, they would lose their commissions in 
the Army upon the confirmation of their successors. 
the law provides that each staff corps and department 
shall consist of a specified number of officers in each 
grade it would be impossible for them to return to their 
former rank or to the rank which they —_ be entitled 
to in the ordinary course of promotions. me provision 
will have to be made to meet this defect in the law before 
the Senate can confirm the appointments of officers 
tailed to be chiefs of departments. The many defects in 
the Army Reorganization law are becoming more and more 
apparent every day and are causing the War Department

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Certain statements purporting to have been made to 
a Washington correspondent of the New York Sun by 
Commander Richardson Clover, U. 8. N., Naval Attaché 
to the United Embassy in London, appear to have 
provoked a vast amount of needless wrath among the 
members of the British Navy League. The most irri- 


tating of these statements was that the League had 
circulated reports reflecting on the British Navy for 
the purpose of procuring larger appropriations for naval 
purposes. The anger of our Briti friends will no 
doubt be soothed and their feelings relieved by the as- 
surance of the Sun that Commander Clover was mis- 
quoted, and by the commander’s own statement that 
he never made any such accusation. Some of the thin 
which he did say, however, are of real interest. 
deplores the tendency in this country to over-estimate 
rather than under-estimate our naval strength. He 
believes that this tendency has been strengthened by 
the results of the Spanish War, and holds that more 
generous concessions for naval interests could be ob- 
tained from Congress were it not for the disposition 
to exaggerate our naval wer. In spite of our own 
reckoning, says Commander Clover, the United States 
is placed seventh among the naval powers of the world, 
though ship for ship, our vessels a those of anv 
foreign fleet. His estimate of the British Navy is as 
follows: “England to-day is stronger than any_two of 
the most powerful Continental Powers, and stronger 
than these with another power included. She hag 80, 
men afloat, and although her naval reserve is not so 
strong and perhaps as well drilled as that of France. 
the real strength of her personuel is in the trained 
disciplined _men afloat, who are being constantly in- 
creased. Her Channel fleet is a magnificent aggregation 
of fighting force, constantly kept at sea and aly for 
any assignment. The ships are always in excellent con- 
dition, and reports of weaknesses and rottenness are 
without the slightest semblance of truth.” 








Secretary Long's letter to the Senate relating to a pro- 
posed clause in the Naval Appropriation bill providing 
“table money” to commanding officers of squadrons calls 
attention to a petty injustice on the part of the Gov- 
ernment which should be corrected without delay. ‘the 
Secretary points out that commanding officers and flag 
otficers are often put to large expense for official enter- 
taining, and that inasmuch as the Department lacks au- 
thority to make allowances for such purposes, the money 
comes from the pockets of officers who can ill afford the 
outlay. In view of the low rate of pay allowed to our 
flag officers, as compared with the pay and allowances of 
foreign flag officers, they are at a serious disadvantage in 
the matter of entertaining. These official entertain- 
ments are a necessary and legitimate part of the duties 
of commanding officers, who are expected to accept invi- 
tations likely to promote friendly relations and who are 
morally bound to return the courtesy. But it is a gross 
injustice that the officers should be required to pay for 
these functions from their own limited means, Pim | Mr. 
Long’s recommendation of measures to relieve them of 
the burden will be approved by every fair-minded person. 
He proposes that flag officers afloat shall be granted an 
allowance of $2,500 per annum as “table money,” and 
there isn’t a more righteous item in the entire naval ap- 
propriation.

REPORT OF THE SCHLEY COURT. 





FINDINGS OF THE COURT. 


Court of oe f McLean Building, 
1517 H Street, N. W., 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 13, 1901. 
The Court heving, by the authoritv of the Navy De- 
partment, occupied rooms Nos. 9 and 10, McLean Build- 
ing, No. 1517 H street, N. W., Washington, D. C., while 
deliberating upon its proceedings, and the members there- 
of having assembled daily since Monday, Nov. 11, with 
the exception of Sundavs and holidays, and having con- 
cluded the investigation, reports its proceedings and the 
testimony taken, with a full and detailed statement of all 
the pertinent facts which it deems to be established, to- 
gether with its opinion and recommendation in the prem- 
ises. 


FACTS. 


The Flying Squadron, consisting of the Brooklyn, Mas- 
sachusetts, Texas and Scorpion, under the command of 
Commodore W. S. Schley, U. S. N.. sailed from Key West 
about 8 A. M. of May 19, 1898, with orders from the 
Navy Department and from the Commander-in-Chief of 
the North Atlantic Squadron to proceed with despatch 
(utmost) off Cienfuegos to capture the enemv off that 
port, if possible, or to blockade him, and to maintain the 
blockade as close as possible. 

The Flying Squadron arrived off Cienfuegos on the 
morning of May 22, and established a blockade. During 
the day the ships lay off the port at various distances, in 
no particular order. At night they formed in column of 
vessels, headed off shore and moved at only sufficient 
speed for keeping positions. The small vessels performed 
picket duty in shore of the large ships. 

Commodore Schley did not proceed with utmost des- 
poe nad Cienfuegos and blockade that port as close as 
possible. 

At 10 A. M., Mav 27, the Dupont arrived at Cienfuegos 
with a despatch from the Commander-in-Chief, dated 
Key West, May 20, 1898, which informed Commodore 
Schley of the probability of the Spanish Squadron being 
in Santiago de Cuba, and ordered him to hoid Cienfuegos 
until the receipt of more positive information. 

At 1:30 P. M., May 22, the Iowa arrived at Cien- 
fuegos, and at 7 P. M. of the same date the Scorpion left 
Cienfuegos for Santiago. 


ORDENED TO PROCEED TO SANTIAGO. 


At 8:15 A. M. of May 23, Commodore Schley received 
by the despatch vessel Hawk, the followine despatch and 
memorandum from the Commander-in-Chief: Despatch 
No. 8, dated Key West, Mav 21, 1898, which stated that 
the Spanish squadron was probably at Santiavo and or- 
dered Commodore Schley, if he was satisfied that the 
Spanish Squadron was not at Cienfuegos, to “proceed 
with all despatch, but cautiously, to Santiago de Cuba, 
and if the enemy is there blockade him in that port.” 

A memorandum, cated off Havana, May 21, 1898, which 
directed Commodore Schley to mask his movements in 
leaving Cienfuegos. 

A memorandum which stated that a good landing place 
had been found by Commander McCalla 13% miles west 
of Savanilla Point; that the Cubans nad nerfect knowl- 
edge of what was going on within Cienfuegos; that the 
Cuban forces in the San Juan mountains controlled the 
railway between Cienfuegos and Trinidad; and that there 
were fair roads from the landing place to Cienfuegos. 

At 8:30 A. M., May 23, the Castine and the collier 
Merrimac arrived at Cienfuegos. 

At noon on the same date the British steamer Adula 
was permitted to go into Cienfuegos. 

At 7 A. M., May 24, the Marblehead, Vixen and Eagle 
arrived at Cienfuegos. 

About 10 A. M. the Marblehead and Eagle proceeded to 
the landing place, 13% miles west of Savanilla Point, 
communicated with the insurgents, landed stores for them, 
learned that the Spanish Squadron was not in the harbor 
of Cienfuegos, rejoined the Squadron at 3:30 P. M. and 
reported to Commodore Schley the information obtained. 

After the receipt of this information Commodore 
Schley wrote a despatch to the Commander-in-Chief in 
which he stated: “I shall move eastward to-morrow.” 
Ife also wrote a despatch to the commandant of the naval 
base at Key West in which he started: “As it is not 
found practicable to coal the Texas from the collier here, 
where there is so much swell, [I shall proceed to-morrow 
off Santiago de Cuba, being embarrassed, however, by the 
Texas’ short coal supply and her inability to coal in the 
open sea. I shall not be able to remain off that port on 
account of general short coal supply of squadron, so will 
proceed to the vicinity of Nicholas Mole where the water 
is smooth and I can coal Texas and other ships with 
what may remain in collier.” 

No work was, apparently, in progress on the fortifica- 

tions of Cienfuegos while Commodore Schlev was off that 
yor. 
. No efforts were made by Commodore Schley to commu- 
nicate with the insurgents, to discover whether the Span- 
ish Squadron was in the harbor of Cienfuegos prior to 
the morning of May 24. 

Signal lights were displayed on shore at night, May 22 
and May 23, but Commodore Schley had no information 
which enabled him to interpret them. 

Before sailing from Cienfuegos Commodore Schley re- 
ceived reliable information that ships could be coaled in 
the vicinity of Cape Cruz and in Gonaives Channel. 


THE START FOR SANTIAGO. 


The Flying Squadron, with the exception of the Cas- 
tine, sailed from Cienfuegos about 8 P. M. of May 24; 
the heavy ships in column of vessels, the ligut ships on 
the right flank and the coll‘er Merrimac on the left flank. 
At 10:10 A. M. of May 2€. the light vessels were shifted 
to the port beam and the collier to the starboard beam. 

Before midnight of May 24, owing to heavy rolling, the 
forward compartment of the Eagle filled with water, 
which reduced her speed. 

On May 25 the wind was fresh from the eastward, the 
weather was bad and the sea was heavy for small veseels. 
The squadron reduced its speed to enable the Eagle to re- 
main with it. On May 26 the weather improved, the 
wind veered to the westward and became light, and the 
sea moderated. At 1:30 P. M. Commodore Schley sent 
the Eagle to Port Antonio to coal and then to return to 
Key West. At noon of May 26 the Eagle had sufficient 
coal to steam ten knots per hour for three days. At 5:30 
I’. M. the squadron stopped about twenty-two miles to the 
southward of the port of Santiavo and was joined by the 
scouts Minneapolis, Yale and St. Paul. At 6 P. M., May 
26, the engines of the collier Merrimac were temporarily 
disabled. The engines were changed to work “comnound,” 
and at 4:20 I’. M. of May 27 she was able to make six 
knots with her own steam. ‘The broken parts of the 


engines were repaired on board the flagship, all repairs 
being completed at midnight of May 28. The Yale towed 
the Merrimac while disabled. 


The commanding officer of the St. Paul visited the 
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flagship, in obedience to signal, took with him a Cuban 
ilot and had a conversation with Commodore Schley. 
mmodore Schley had no conversation with the senior 
commanding officer of the scouts and obtained no positive 
information from the scouts regarding the Spanish Squad- 
ron. 


THE RETROGRADE MOVEMENT. 


At 7:45 P. M., May 26, Commodore Schley changed 
the course of the Flying Squadron to the westward and 
signalled to his Squadron: “Destination Key West, via 
south side of Cuba and Yucatan Channel, as soon as col- 
lier is ready; speed, nine knots.” 

The squadron proceeded westward eighteen miles; 
stopped at 11:15 P. M., the tow lines of the collier having 
parted; drifted until 3:40 P. M., May 27; resumed its 
westward course for twenty-three miles; stopped again at 
7:15 P. M. and drifted until 1 P. M. of May 28. 

At 9:30 A. M., Mav 27, the Harvard joined the Flying 
Squadron and her commanding officer delivered to Com- 
modore Schley the following despatch, dated May 25, 
addressed by tne Department to the Harvard at St. 
Nicholas Mole, Hayti: 

Proceed at once and inform Schley and also the senior 
officer present off Santiago de Cuba as follows: All 
Department's information indicates the Spanish division 
is still at Santiago de Cuba. The Department lodks to 
you to ascertain fact, and that the enemy, if therein, 
does not leave without a decisive action. Cubans famil- 
iar with Santiago de Cuba say that there is landing 
place five (5) ..autical miles west or six (6) from moutn 
of harbor, and that there insurgents probably will be 
found, and not Spanish. From the surrounding heights 
can see every vessel in the port. As soon as ascertained 
notify the Department whether enemy is there. Could 
not squadrcn and also the Harvard coal from Merrimac 
leeward Cap Cruz, Cuba; Gonaives, Haiti Channel, or 
Mole, Haiti? The Department will send coal immediately 
to Mole, Haiti. Report without delay situation at San- 
tiago de Cuba. 

This despatch was answered by Commodore Schley 
about noon, May 27, as follows: 


COAL SUPPLY SUFFICIENT. 


Received despatch of May 26, delivered by Harvard off 
Santiago de Cuba. Merrimac’s engine is disabled, and 
she is helpless; am obliged to have her t.wed to Key 
West. Have been absolutely unable to coal the Texas, 
Marblehead, Vixen and Brooklyn from collier, owing to 
very rough seas and boisterous weather since leav ng 
Key West. Brooklyn is the only one in squadron having 
more than sufficient coal to reach Key West. Impossible 
to remain off Santiago in present state of ccal account 
of the squadron. Not possible to coal to leeward of 
Cape Cruz in summer, owing to southwest winds. Har- 
vard just reports to me she has only coal enough to 
reach Jamaica, and she will proceed to Port Royal; also 
reports only small vessels could coal at Gonaives or 
Mole, Haiti. Minneapolis has only coal encugh to reach 
Key West and same of Yale, which will tow Merrimac. 
It is to be regretted that the Department's orders cannot 
be obeyed, earnestly as we have all striven to that end. 
I am forced to return to Key West via Yucatan Passage 
for coal. Can ascertain n-thing certain concerning en- 
emy. Was obliged to send Eagle to Port Antonio, 
Jamaica, yesterday, as she had only 27 tons of coal on 
board. Will leave St. Paul here. Will require 9,500 tons 
of cal at Key West. a 

The coal supply of the vessels of the Flying Squadron 
at noon on May 27 was sufficient to have enabled them 
to steam at ten knots per hour: The Brooklyn for 114 
days, the Iowa for 7% days, the Massachusetts for 10 
days, the Texas 644 days, the Marblehead for 3% days, 
the Vixen for 11% days; or to have remained on block- 
ade duty off Santiago de Cuba: The Brooklyn for 26 
days, the Iowa for 16 days, the Massachusetts for 20 
days, the Texas for 10 days, the Marblehead for 5 days, 
the Vixen for 23 days, and then steum to Gonaives, 
Hayti, or to Cape Cruz, Cuba, to coal. At that date 
the Flying Squadron was accompanied by the collier 
Merrimac, containing 4,350 tons of coal. The amount 
of coal required to completely fill the coal bunkers of 
all the vessels of the Flying Squadron on this same 
date was 2,750 tons. 


CONDITIONS FAVORABLE FOR COALING. 


The conditions of wind, sea and weather from noon 
on May 26 to June 1 were favorable for taking coal 
from a collier at sea off Santiago. The Iowa, Castine 
and Dupont coaled at Cienfuegos from the collier Mer- 
rimac on May 23, and the Massachusetts and Castine 
on May 24. The Texas asked permission to coal first 
on May 23, and was refused by Commodore Schley, 
who ordered the Iowa to coal first and the Massachu- 
setts second. The Texas was ordered to coal from the 
collier on May 24, but the order was revoked, as the 
Massachusetts was alongside of the collier and the com- 
manding officer of the collier deemed it unsafe to place 
his vessel between two Rastioaniae. The Texas and the 
Marblehead coaled at sea off Santiago, from colliers, 
May 27 and 28; the Massachusetts and Vixen on May 
29; the Brooklyn and fowa on May 30; the Brooklyn, 
Texas and Marblehead on May 31. 

At 3:35 P. M., May 27, Commodore Schley signalled 
to the St. Paul: “If Sampson comes here tell him half 
of squadron out of coal and collier engine broken down.” 

At 10:45 P. M., May 27, Commodore Schley signalled 
to the Texas: “The more coal you take in this smooth 
weather the less you will have to take in Hayti.” 

Commodore Schlev made no effort to ascertain whether 
the Spanish squadron was in the harbor of Santiago: 
he left said harbor entirely unguarded from 6 P. M. of 
May 26 to 5 P. M. of May 27, and guarded only by 
the scout St. Paul from 5 P. M. on May 27 until about 
6 P. M. of May 28. The Flying Squadron arrived off the 
harbor of Santiago de Cuba, seven miles south of the 
Morro, at 6 P. M. May 28, and established a blockade. 

The distance from Cienfuegos to Santiago is 315 
miles. Commodore Schley did not proceed with all de- 
spatch from Cienfuegos to Santiago de Cuba. 


THE ATTACK ON THE COLON. 


Early on the morning of May 29 the Cristobal Colon 

and other vessels of the Spanish squadron were dis- 
covered at anchor in the harbor of Santiago, about 1,200 
yards from the entrance. No attempt was made by 
Commodore Schley on May 29 or May 30 to capture 
or destroy these Spanish vessels. At 1:30 P. M., May 
30, the cruiser ow on ag and the collier Sterling 
joined the Flying Squadron. 
. At 10:55 A M., Seg 31, Commodore Schley shifted 
his flag to the Massachusetts. At 11:10 A. M. the flag- 
ship Massachusetts signalled: “The Massachusetts, 
New Orleans and Iowa will go in after dinner to a dis- 
tance of 7,000 yards and fire at Cristobal Colon with 
8, 12 and 13-inch guns. Speed about ten knots.” 

At 1:30 P. M. the three vessels designated steamed in 
column toward the entrance to the harbor of Santiago, 
heading to the eastward, at about ten knots’ speed. 
The ships passed the harbor entrance about 7,000 yards 
distant from the Morro, firing at the Colon and the 
shore batteries with ranges varying from 7,000 to 8,200 
yards. All projectiles fell short. 

When the ships had passed to the eastward of the 





eutrance the flagship turned off shore, followed in suc- 
cession by the other ships, repassed the entrance and 
fired as before, but with ranges varying from 9,000 
yards to 11,000 yards. Some of these projectiles fe}) 
near the Colon. The fire was returned by the ships 
in the harbor and by the land batteries, but no large 
guns were used by the batteries. Several pro- 
jectiles passed over our vessels, but no injuries were 
sustained. 


THE SANTIAGO BLOCKADE. 


The Flying Squadron did not withdraw at night from 
the entrance to Santiago harbor to a distance at sea. 
The blockade was maintained at an average distance 
of about six to seven miles from the harbor entrance 
during the day and probably somewhat nearer dur- 
ing the night. Two vessels performed picket duty at 
night, two miles inside of the line of vessels. 

The Spanish squadron was discovered to be in the 
entrance to Santiago harbor steaming out at about 
9:30 A. M., July 3, 1898. The Brooklyn at that time 
was heading to the westward of north, about 6,300 
yards southwest, three-quarters south from the Morro, 
which was practically her blockading position. 

Large vessels coming out of the harbor of Santiago 
were obliged to head about southwest by south and the 
Spanish vessels, therefore, in coming ont. until clear 
of the shoal to the westward, were obliged to head 
directly for the position of the Brooklyn. When clear 
of this shoal the Spanish vessels turned, in succession, 
to the westward and took a course nearly parallel to 
the land. 


THE BROOKLYN’S LOOP. 

The Brooklyn stood toward the Spanish vessel with 
varying helm, fired one shot from her forward turret 
at 3,500 yards’ range, which proved short, and then en- 
gaged with her port battery. When about 1,400 yards 
distant from the leading Spanish shin, the Teresa, the 
Brooklyn turned to starboard, with her helm hard 
anort, and continued so to turn until she headed to 
the westward parallel to the course of the Spanish ships. 
The commanding officer of the Brooklyn nut the helm 
hard aport, and at almost the same instant Commo- 
core Schley gave the order, “Hard aport.” 

When the Brooklyn’s helm was put hard aport the 
Teresa was about 1,400 yards to the eastward of north 
from the Brooklyn, the Viscaya was to the eastward 
of the Teresa and the Colon was to the eastward of the 
Viscaya. When the Brooklyn completed the turn and 
was heading to the westward, parallel to the course 
of the Viscaya, the Viscaya and the Colon were about 
2.400 yards to the northward and westwafd of the 
Brooklyn. The turn of the Brooklyn was toward the 
Texas. TheTexas stopped and backed her engines. 

THE HODGSON COLLOQUY. 

On July 3, 1898, about the time the Brooklyn began 
her turn to starboard, a conversation regarding the prox- 
imity of the Texas took place between Commodore 
Schley and Lieut. A. C. Hodgson. 

Admiral Schley caused to be published in a daily 
newspaper a letter addressed to him by Lieut. Comdr. 
A. C. Hodgson, dated June 11, 1899, in which Lieu- 
tenant Commander Hodgson said: “The colloquy pub- 
lished in The New York Sun and alleged to have token 
lace between you and me on the day of the battle of 
Santiago. July 3. 1898, never occurred.” Admiral 
Schley did not have published the other letters of Lieu- 
tenant Commander Hodgson in regard to this matter. 


OPINION. 


Commodore Schley, in command of the Flying Squad- 
ron, should have proceeded with utmost despatch off 
Cienfuegos and should have maintained a close block- 
ade of that port. 

He should have endeavored on May 23, at Cienfuegos, 
to obtain information regarding the Spanish squadron 
by communicating with the insurgents at the place desig- 
nated in the memorandum delivered to him at 8:15 A. M. 
of that date. 

He should have proceeded from Cienfuegos to San- 
tingo de Cuba with all despatch, and should have dis- 
posed his vessels with a view of intercepting the enemy 
in any attempt to pass the Flying Squadron. 

He should not have delayed the squadron for the 
Eagie. 

He should not have made the retrograde turn west- 
ward with his squadron. 

He should have promptly obeyed the Navy Depart- 
ment's order of May 25. 

He should have endeavored to capture or destroy the 
Spanish vessels at anchor near the entrance of San- 
tiago harbor on May 29 and 30. 

He did not do his utmost with the force under his 
command to capture or destroy the Colon and other 
vessels of the enemy which he attacked on May 31. 

By commencing the engagement on July 3 with the 
port battery and turning the Brooklyn around with 
port helm, Commodore Schley caused her to lose dis- 
tance and position with the Spanish vessels, especially 
with the Viscaya and Colon. 

The turn of the Brooklyn to starboard was made to 
avoid getting her into dangerous proximity to the 
Spanish vessels. ‘The turn was made toward the Texas 
and caused that vessel to stop and to back her engines 
to avoid possible collision. 

Admiral Schley did injustice to Lieut. Comdr. A. C. 
Hodgson in publishing only a portion of the correspond- 
ence which passed between them. 

Commodore Schley’s conduct in connection with the 
events of the Santiago campaign prior to June 1, 1898, 
was characterized by vacillation, dilatoriness and lack 


of enterprise. . 
His official reports regarding the coal supply and the 


coaling facilities of the Flying Squadron were inac- 
curate and misleading. 

His conduct during the battle of July 3 was self- 
possessed, and he encouraged, in his own person, bis 
subordinates, officers and men to fight courageously.

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ADMIRAL DEWEY’S OPINION. 


In the opinion of the undersigned the passage from 
Key West to Cienfuegos was made by the Flying Squad- 
ron with all possible despatch, Commodore Schley 
having in view the importance of arriving off Cienfue- 
gos With as much coal as possible in the ships’ bunkers. 

The blockade of Cienfuegos was effective. 

Commodore Schley, in permitting the steamer Adula 
to enter the port of Cienfuegos, expected to obtain in- 
formation concerning the Spanish squadron from her 
when she came out, , 

The passage from Cienfuegos to a point about twenty- 
two miles south of Santiago was made with as much 
despatch as was possible while keeping the squadron 
a unit. 

The blockade of Santiaga was effective. 

Commodore Schley was the senior officer of our squad- 
ron off Santiago when the Spanish squadron attempted 
to escape on the morning of July 3, 1898. He was in 
absolute command and is entitled to the credit due to 
such commanding officer for the glorious victory which 
resulted in the total destruction of the Spanish ships.

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PROTEST FROM ADMIRAL SCHLEY. 


The Richmond, Washington, D. C., Dec. 18, 1901. 

To the Honorable the Secretary of the Navy: 

Winfield Scott Schley, Rear Admiral, U. S. N. (retired), 
the applicant before a Court of Inquiry of which Admiral 
George Dewey, U. S. N., is president, and Rear Admirals 
Andrew E. K. Benham and Francis M. Ramsay, U. S. N., 
members, and Capt. Samuel C. Lemly, U. 8. N., Judge 
Advocate General, judge advocate, objects to the approval 
ot the findings of the Court upon the ground that the 
cpimion rencered and the report of facts made by the 
majority of the Court are in conflict with the overwhelm- 
ing weight of evidence! and that the majority of the 
Court in their said opinion have ignored the testimony orf 
the appiicant, and of the whole of the applicant's wit- 
nesses, and all that portion cf the evidence given by wit- 
hesscS for the Government, which was lavoravie to the 
applicant, and have thus deprived him ot rignts guaran- 
teed to him by the laws of the land and the Constitution 
ol the Umitea States; and the applicant now assigns the 
following grounds in support of his said objecticn: 

1. The majority of the Court have given their opinion 
that Commodore Schley shouid have proceeded with tne 
utmost despatch off Cientuegos when there was no speci- 
fication covering this subject, and when the applLcant did 
not have sufficient opportunity to bring in proper and 
convincing evidence in reierence thereto; ana wnen the 
only eviuence taken by the Court on this subject was 
dircetly contrary to the opinion rendered. 

2. The majurity of the Court have held that the ap- 
plicant should have endeavured to open communication 
with the insurgents at the place designated in the memv- 
randum by Commander McCalia delivered to him on the 
morning of the 23d of May, 1898, when, in fact, there was 
no place mentioned in said memorandum as being a place 
al wmcn a camp of insurgents was located. 

3. The majority cf the Court have arrived at the 
opinion stated in the foregoing paragraph without regarg 
to the fact, which was proven by an overwhelming weight 
of testimony, that the said McCaila memorandum was 
sent to Commodore Schley oniy for use in c.nnection 
with the information it contained relative to certain 
batteries at or being constructed in the vicinity of the 
entrance to the harbor of Cienfuegos, as is at.iested by 
the order No. 6, dated May 19, 1893, and sent to Commo- 
dore Schley by Admiral Sampson. 

4. The majority ot the cvurt in the opinion rendered 
hoid that Commodore Schley should have maintained a 
close blockade of Cienfuegos when by overwhelming tes- 
Um. ny it was proved that a close and effective blockade 
of that port was maintained, the Judge Advocate having 
substanulaily abandoned any charge to the contrary. 

5. The majority of the Court in the opinion rendered 
have entirely ignored the uncontradicted testimony prov- 
ing that the British steamer Adula was peemcenes lo go 
into the harbor of Cienfuegos in order that information 
might be obtained through her as to whether the Spanish 
fleet was then in that port, it having been clearly estab- 
lished that the captain of the said British steamer Adula 
pPrimised and agreed before permission was given him to 
enter the port that he would bring his ship out in fewer 
Sen | edo hours, and furnish the information 
esired, 

6. The majority of the Court in the opinion rendered 
have entirely faised to refer to Despatch No. 7, admitted 
to have been sent by Admiral Sampson to Commodore 
Schicy, the construction of which was agreed upon in the 
argument of the case, to wit: That it was an imperative 
order for Commcdore Schiey to hold his squadron off 
Cienfuegos whether the Spanish fleet was or was not in 

lat port. 

7. The majority of the Court in the opinion rendered 
have entirely ignored the admitted fact that the com- 
mander of the Eagle failed to communicate the situation 
at Cienfuegos to Commodore Schley. 

8 The majority of the Court in the opinion rendered 
have entirely ignored the uncontradicted evidence in the 
case that Capt. Robley D. Evans, knowing the meaning 
of the signal lights on shore at Cienfuegos, failed to com- 
an cate his information concerning them to Commodore 
chley. 

9% The majority of the Court in the report of facts 
Submitted declare that the signal —— on shore near 
Cienfuegos were seen by Commodore Schley on the night 
of May 22, 1898, when in fact the overwhelming weight 
of both coral and documentary evidence proved that Com- 
modore Schley saw and had knowledge of these lights 
only on the night of May 23 and at no other time. 

0. The majority of the Court in the opinion rendered 
are silent on the subject of the following charge pre- 
ferred by the Judge Advccate against Commodore Schley 
during the progress of the investigation, namely, that he 
did not mask fis mcvements departing from in front of 
the port of Cienfuegos, but by using Ardois signals he 
revealed the destination of his squadron to the enemy on 
shore; despite the fact that by overwhelming weight of 
testimony this charge was entirely disproved. 

ll. The majority of the Court have based their opin- 
ln in reference to the retrograde movement upon a 
Statement made in their report of facts that Commodore 
Schley, before sailing from Cienfuegos, received reliable 
information that ships could be coaled in the vicinity 
of Cape Cruz and Gonaives Channel, and it is now re- 
Spectfully denied that there was any such positive tes- 
mony in this case; every witness with one exception 
Who was examined on the subject disavowed all knowl- 































edge in reference thereto, and the uncontradicted testi- 

mony of Capt. F. E. Cook establishes the fact that tne 
official charts with which the flagship Brooklyn was sup- 
plied, and upon which Commodore Schley was compelled 

to rely for information, showed c.aling at Cape Cruz to 
be neither feasible nor practicable, ana the records clear- 
ly show that not until the 27th of May, three days after 
leaving Cienfueg: when Capt. Charles 8. Cotton visited 
the flagship Brooklyn, did Commodore Schley receive any 
definite intormation concerning the feasibility or prac- 
ticability of coaling his ships irom a collier in Gonaives 

Channel; all of which facts have been wholly ignored 
by the majority of the Court in formulating their said 
report of facts. , 

12. The majority of the Court in stating in its report 
cf facts that Commodore Schley received no positive in- 
formation from the scout ships as to the presence of the 
enemy's fleet in the harbor of Santiago a yy | ee 
the overwhelmi testimony in proof of the fact that 
Capt. C. D. Sigsbee did actually report to Commodore 
Schley, and to others, that the Spanish fleet was not in 
the harbor of Santiago. 

13. The opinion of the majority of the Court and the 
report of facts is entirely silent on the subject of the 
proven and admitted failure of Captains Wise and Jewell 
to communicate the information they had received in 
reference to the presence of the Spanish fleet in the 
harbor of Santiago to Commodore Schley. 

14. That the reports of facts submitted by the Court 
states that the conditions of wind, sea and weather from 
noon on May 26 to June 1 were favorable for taking coal 
from a collier at sea off Santiago, when this statement 
has been directly controverted by the evidence of the 
witnesses for the Government. 

15. The tables prepared by Government experts and 
admitted in evidence before the Court, showing the coal 
supply of the vessels of the Flying Squadron, with ref- 
erence to their chasing capacity, proceeding at full speed 
with forced draught, have not even been adverted to in 
the report of facts. 

16. There has not been the slightest reference made 
yb the majority of the Court to the orders of the Honor- 
able Secreta of the Navy, offered and proved in evi- 
dence, forbidding the hazarding of American ships 
against shore batteries, and the Court has decided 
against the applicant upon the 7th Specification of the 
Precept, without, in the slightest degree, referring to 
this important evidence. 

17. The majority of the Court have ay! failed 
to give any opinion as to the character of the blockade 
of Santiago, although the same was included in the 
8th Specification of the Precept, and by specific direc- 
tion the Court was obligated to give an opinion there- 
upon. 

18. The majority opinion of the Court that Commodore 
Schley should have endeavored to capture or destroy the 
Spanish vessels at anchor near the entrance of San- 
tiago harbor, on May 29 and 30, and that he did not do 
his utmost with the force under his command to capture 
or destroy the Colon and other vessels of the enemy 
on May 31, is wholly at variance with the orders, under 
which Commodore Schley was acting before Santiago, 
said orders as is attested by Number 8, dated ey 21, 
1898, and sent by Admiral Sampson to Commodore Schley, 
restricting his operation to the establishment and main- 
tenance of a blockade of the port of Santiogs, if the 
enemy should be found therein; and also said op!nio:. 
is utterly and absolutely at variance with the overwhelm- 
ing weight of ware A which clearly established the 
fact that the affair of May 31 was predetermined upon 
and executed as a reconnaissance and not as a formal 
attack upon the Spanish vessels, nor upon the land 
batteries at the entrance to the harbor of Santiago. 

19. The majority opinion of the Court is ambiguous 
and indeterminate in that the Court holds the turn of 
the Brooklyn to starboard was made to avoid getting 
her into dangerous proximity to the Spanish vessels, 
without stating whether evasion of such dangerous prox- 
imity was due to the personal fears of Commodore Schley 
or to a desire on his part to preserve the ship intact, 
and ready for further work in the effort to win a vic- 
tory from the enemy. 

The majority of the Court have entirely ignored 
the overwhelming testimony submitted in the case in 
arriving at the opinion that Commodore Schley erred in 
commencing the engagement of Julv 3, with the pert 
battery, the evidence in the case clearly establishing 
the fact tnat in the execution of the standing order to 
“Close in and attack in harbor entrance,” it was _ im- 
possible for the Brooklyn, without turning away from 
the enemy, to open the engagement except with her 
port battery; and the evidence also clearly establishes 
the fact that the turning of the Brooklyn in the man- 
ner and direction in which she did turn, did not cause 
her to lose either distance or position with the Spanish 
vessels, the contrary opinion of the Court upon this sub- 
ject being arrived at gal by disregarding all of the 
evidence offered in behalf of Commodorc Schley. 

21. The majority opinion of the Court is amb'guous 
and indeterminate in that while stating that the Brook- 
lyn’s turning caused the Texas to stop and “to back her 
engines to avoid possible collision,” said opinion does not 
state whether the danger of such collision as compre- 
hended by the 9th Specification of the Precept was real 
or imaginary, whereas the overwhelming weight of tes- 
timony clearly established the fact that at no time was 
a danger of collision between the Brooklyn and the 

exas. 

22. The testimony of Capt. F. E. Cook, a witness called 
by the Judge Advocate, in reference to the proximity 
of the Brooklyn to the Texas at the time of the Brook- 
lyn’s turning, has been ignored and not even adverted 
to in the statement of pertinent facts. 

23. The majority of the Court have assumed that the 
testimony of Lieut. Comdr, Hodgson, notwithsanding its 
repeated contradiction in reference to the alleged con- 
versation regarding the proximity of the Texas at the 
time of the Brooklyn's turning, is true and have entirely 
ignored the testimony of Commodore Schley and Cap:. 
F. E. Cook to the contrary, without even referring to it 
in their statement of pertinent facts. 

24. The majority opinion of the Court that Commodore 
Schley’s conduct in connection with the events of the 
Santiago campaign, prior to June 1, 1898, was character- 
ized by vaccillation, dilaturiness and lack of enterprise, 
is in no wise justified by the evidence submitted in the 
case and could 4 have been arrived at by the action 
of the Court in wholly ignoring all of the evidence of 
Commodore Schley, all of the evidence of witnesses 
summoned in his behalffi and all that portion of the 
evidence of witnesses called by the Judge Advocate, 
which was favorable to the said Commodore Schley. 

2. The majority opinion of the Court is inconclusive 
in that it is entirely silent upon a Com preferred by 
the Judge Advocate during the course of the public in- 
vestigation and claimed by him to come within the pur- 
view of the first specification, to wit: That the sala 
Commodore Schley was derelict in the discharge of his 
duty and unmindful of the regulations for the govern- 
ment of the Navy of the United States in that he did 
ee A wee and promulgate anticipatory orders of 
attle. 

26. The majority of the Court have entirely failed tu 
determine as to who was in command of the American 
naval forces engaged in the battle of Santiago, the find- 
ing of which fact was absolutely necessary in order to 
determine properly the first specification of the Precept 
as to the conduct of Commodore Schlev in connection 
with the events of the Santiago campaign. 

27. The majority of the Court have rejected the wholuv 
of the teotinneny offered on behalf of the applicant. and 
have not adverted to such testimony, and have entirely 
ignored the testimony of the applicant himself, who was 
on the stand for many hours and subjected to the most 
searching examination; and by so doing they have per- 
verted the ends of justice. That if this testimony was 
all false they should have so announced, and if all or 
any part of it was true the said applicant was entitled 
to the benefit of it, and by declining to consider or pass 
upon it, they have deprived him of his common law and 
constitvtional rights. 

2%. That the majority of the Court have found the

a That the whole proceedings show that the ty 
of the Court, in the opinion and report of facts erea,

30. The applicant, besides the reasons herein given, 
hopes to be able during the further investigation of this 
inquiry to adduce other serious and important reasons 
why = majority opinion of the Court should not be 
approved. 

The applicant Is prepared to show that the whole 
proceedings upon the part of the majority of the Court 
have been entirely irregular; that his rights have been 
prejudiced and ignored; that his eyes in many more 
particulars than have been herein cited has not been 
considered, and that the evidence is absolutely insuffi- 
cient to sustain the opinion which has been ren 
by the majority of the Court. That a grave injust'ce 
has been committed, which would become irreparable 
and be rpetuated unless this opinion of the majority 
of the Court should be disapproved. 

WHEREFORE the said applicant most respectfully 
prays that approval of the opinion of the majority 
of said Court o ig | be withheld, and that said opin- 
ion be disapproved, and that he may be afforded the 
portunity to have the testimony of record of himscit 
and his witnesses properly considered and upon, 
and that the pro be remitted to the Court for 
that purpose, and that he be given such other and 
further relief as he is entitled to in the premises.

PROTEST AGAINST DEWEY’S OPINION. 


Following is the statement of objections to the Dewey 
minority report of the Court of Inquiry, filed December 
20, with Secretary Long by attorneys Stayton and Camp- 
bell, and E. S. Theall, counsel for Rear Admiral Samp- 
son: 

30 Broad Street, New York, Dec. 19, 1901. 

Sir: As counsel for Rear Admiral Sampson, we have 
the honor to request that the Department, for the 
reasons below stated, strike out or specificall disapprove 
that portion of Admiral Dewey's opinion fited in con- 
nection with the proceedings of the Schley Court of 
Inquiry, in which he states his view to be that Comme- 
dore Schley was in absolute command at the naval] 
battle of Santiago 

1. » ComNESETS Schley was not in command at that 
battle. 

2. The President of the United States and the Navy 
Department had decided that Admiral Sampson was in 
command at that battle and Commodore Schley second 
in command, 

3. The question as to who commanded at Santiago 
was not referred to the Court for consideration, and 
evidence bearing on the point was excluded. 

(a) The disposition of the forces at the beginning of the 
battle, according to Commodore Schiey'’s own statement, 
places Admiral Sampson in command. 

The Brooklyn and the Vixen were the westernmost 
ships of the fleet; the Indiana and Gloucester were the 
easternmost. 

The New York was nearer both of the latter than 
was the Brooklyn, and notably at the time when the 
Indiana was heavily engaged at the beginning of the 
action and when the Gloucester was engaged with the 
Furor and Fulton. Commodore Schley says: “The In- 
diana and the Gloucester * * * were cicser to your 
flagship” than to the Brooklyn. We have, then, the case 
of a fleet in a regular formation, with the Commander- 
in-Chief within signal distance and closer to a large 
number of the ships than is the second in command. It 
is true that the Commander-in-Chief could not have 
reached the most distant vessel by signals, except by 
causing them to be repeated by an intermediate vessel— 
an entirely usual course—but it is = true that the 
second in command could not have reached the remote 
vessels of the fleet (namely, the Indiana and 
Gloucester) without likewise repeating signals. 

In this state of affairs, the regulations of the heal and 
the customs of the sea place the absolute comma: 
the full responsibility In the senior officer. 

(b) The Brooklyn's maneuver during the action destrovs 
any claim that Commodore Schley might have had to the 
command. The facts as to the loop are found by the 
Court. The finding and opinion show that to avola 
danger to his own ship, he maneuvered without warning 
to the rest of the squadron, and in disregard to the 
fleet formation.

(b) The language of the precept excludes the question 
as to who commanded at that battle. It directs the 
Court to inquire into the conduct of Admiral Schley— 
not into his status or as to whether or not he was in 
command—and to report its conclusions upon his “‘con- 
duct in connection with the events of the Santiago cam- 


(c) The judicial officers of the Court maintained that 
this matter was outside the scope of the inquiry. They 
expressed willingness to } into it if their view should 
be overruled, but where, in every instance, sustained by 
the Court. 

Thus, ai Page 157, the assistant to the Judge Advocate 
said: “One further word as to a suggestion just made, 
as to the intention to show that Admiral Sampson was 
not in this battle. I wish to say that we do not under- 
stand that the question whether Admiral Sampson was or 
was not in the battle of Santiago is before the Court. 
If it is, we shall be happy to investigate it. * * *Until 
the case takes that attitude it is improper to spread upon 
the record arguments and questions which proceed upon 
the theory that he is in the case.’’ Counsel for the 
applicant withdrew the question. 

At Page 490 of the record, the same matter being under 
discussion, Mr. Hanna said: “If it is the desire of the 
Court to go into these things it would, of course, be 
proper that we should also go into them. It would not 
only be proper, but it would be necessary. * * * We 
are thoroughly prepared to go into any discussion or 
them, provided the Court desires to so enlarge and ex- 
tend the scope of this inquiry.”” Counsel for the appli- 
cant again failed to press the point, and the Court made 
no objection to Mr. Hanna's view. 

At Pages 153 and 1,080 there were similar rulings by 
the Judge Advocate. In the case of all these declara- 
tions there was acquiescence on the part of the Court. 

(d) The Court uniformly rejected evidence as to who 
commanded. 

On all the pages herein cited from the record the Court 
rejected such evidence, and nowhere was it admiited 
against objection. 

(e) The Court more than once specifically ruled that 
this question was not before it. 

For example, at Page 1,586, where the question was as 
to the position of the Commander-in-Chief and of the 
New York and as to the part they took in the battle, 
Admiral Dewey said: ‘“‘We do not want that. We have 
ruled that out.’”’ The Judge Advocate then asked if the 
Court had so ruled, and Admiral Dewey replied: “We 
have. We have kept the New York out of it.” 

See also Page 481. 

(f) The Court went so far as to rule at Page 1,421 that 
Admiral Schley was not in command during the battle. 
The matter then before the Court related to the periods 
during which Admiral Schley had been in absolute com- 
mand, and the Judge Advocate said: “Mr. Rayner, you 
are confining yourself to July 3, are you’?’’ Mr. Rayner 
in reply acquiesced in this view, and the Court ruled 
that “All questions * * * shall be confined to between 
the 19th of May and the ist of June, relating to the 
organization, management and control of that squadron 
when he was actually Commander-in-Chief.”” Matters 
referring to his alleged command on July 3 were excluded. 

On Page 1,433 the Court confirms this decision. 

(g) All proposed questions on this subject were either 
rejected by the Court or withdrawn by the applicant, 
who finally acquiesced in the decisions of the Court and 
gave up his efforts in this behalf, saying: ‘] bow re- 
spectfully to the decision of the Court and I know ex- 
actiy what it means.” 

Instances of the withdrawal of such questions and of 
their rejection by the Court will be found in the Record 
at Pages 138, 157, 484, 485 and 1,080. 

(h) The minority opinion expressed by Admiral Dewey 
in this matter is at variance with all the rulings of the 
Court in this regard and directly contradicts the letters 
wherein Admiral Dewey, for the Court, defines Admiral 
Sampson's status. 

‘he Navy Department, in its precept presented, justly 
provided that any persons “interested” might be given 
an opportunity of appearing before the Court in per- 
son or by counsel and protecting his rights. 

As counsel for the applicant ignored at times the 
Court’s rulings and spread upon the record arguments 
reflecting upon Admiral Sampson, we, as his counsel, 
three separate times appealed to the Court asking for 
protection or for permission to appear and defend Ad- 
miral Sampson's rights. Each time our request was de- 
nied_and we were assured that Admiral Sampson was 
not involved, and finally Admiral Dewey, acknowledging 
the receipt of one of our letters in which we had ap- 
pealed to him on the ground of this very question as 
to who commanded at Santiago, said. ‘I have to state 
that while the precept convening this Court gives it 
authority to permit any person whom it may regard 
as concerned in the investigation to be present * * * 
the Court considers that Admiral Sampson is not an 
interested party * * * and you are further informed 
that if circumstances arise which in the opinion of the 
Court render it necessary for Admiral Sampson to be 
represented, due notice will be sent him.” 

Upon that promise Admiral Sampson relied. The no- 
tice came only in the form of a minority opinion by Au- 
miral Dewey discussing matters beyond the scope of the 
precept and nowhere included in the facts found by the 
Court.

Paymasters’ clerks will be appointed by the Secretary 
of the Navy upon the nomination of their respective pay 
officcrs, and no person, except a yeomanry acting as a 
paymaster’s yeoman, will be appointed who is not a 
citizen of the United States or wno is, at the time of hig 
first appointment less than 21 years or more than 40 years 
of age, cr until his mental and moral qualifications ‘have 
been examined and approved by a pay officer other than 
the nominating officer designated by the Department, the 
commander-in-chief of a station, or senior officer present. 
No person will be appointed a paymaster’s clerk who is 
a near relative, either by blood or by marriage, of the pay 
ofticcr making the nomination, in making which such pay 
officer Shall state what relationship, if any, exists. 

When a candidate has had no previous service as a 
vaymaster’s clerk, his appointment will be made subject 
to mental, moral, and te ~y- examination, and will 
ec ntain orders to proceed to such place as the Depart- 
ment may designate for such examination. If passed, the 
examining pay and medical officers shall so endorse on 
his appointment, and he shall proceed to carry out the 
further instructions contained therein. The records of 
all professional and medical examinations shall be for- 
warded, through the Bureau of Navigation, to the Bu- 
reaus of ~~ anaee and Accounts and Medicine and Surgery 
respectively. 

The physical examination of a candidate will be con- 
ducted by a medical officer of the Navy, and will be with 
reference only to the physical adaptability of the candi. 
date to his line of duty. 

Should he be found qualified upon .both -examinations, 
his actual necessary traveling expenses from his home 
to the place of examination will be paid by the Govern- 
ment; otherwise his expenses will not paid. 

Examination will not be required for paymaster’s 
clerks who are now holding appointments, or who have 
once been examined and passed, nor for those who may 
be temporarity appointed to assist pay officers in the 
settlement of their accounts; but such temporary ap- 
pointments shall not afterward be held to waive exami- 
nations for regular appointment. 

Paymasters’ clerks who have pone qualified must 
und¢rgo the physical examinaticn upon reappointment. 
Reappointments without mental and moral examinations 
may be given to paymasters’ clerks when the records of 
the Department show that they are thoroughly qualified 
for the service required. 

Reports on fitness on prescribed forms shall be made 
to the Bureau of Navigaticn semi-annually by the pay 
officer under whom the clerk is serving, and forwarded 
through the commanding officer, who shall report his 
cond ict. 

The above regulations provide for nominations by pay 
officers for immediate appointment. In addition there 
will be kept in the Paymaster General's office an eligible 
list, not exceeding twenty-five in number, to consist of 
those who apply for and pass the eg Oe 1 
tion, for which no traveling expenses will allowed. 
Any person desiring to serve as paymaster’s clerk should 
apply to the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, Navy 
Department, for information on the subject. Examina- 
tions for such eligible list will be held from time to time 
at places to be designated by the Department, and any 
one found eligible will be available for nomination by a& 
pay officer. e must, however, undergo another physical 
examination immediately prior to appointment, provided 
he has not had such examination within three months,

The United States Government has now almost com- 
pleted purchasing the ground for the addition to the 
Naval Academy included between Hanover, Governor and 
King George streets and the water.

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THE DEMING CASE. 


The War Department is waiting with the greatest de- 
gree of interest for the final decision of the civil courts 
in the case of Peter C. Deming, formerly captain and 
commissary of Volunteers. ‘The case is now being heard 
in St. Louis before the Court of Appecis. ‘We have al- 
ready published the details of Deming’s contention that his 
trial was illegal because of the fact that his court con- 
sisted in part of officers of the Regular Army, which, he 
claims, was contrary to the 77th Article of War. Col. EB. 
H. Crowder of the Judge Advocate General's’ Department, 
who is representing the Government at the hearing before 
the court in St. Louis, this week presented his argument. 
Colonel Crowder says: 

“The sole contention of the appellant is that as an offi- 
cer of the Volunteer Army he was an officer of ‘other 
forces’ within the meaning of the 77th Article of War, 
and that the court of Regular officers which tried him was, 
because of the provision of said article declaring officers 
of the Re am Army incompetent to sit on court-martial 
to try officers or soldiers of other forces, illegally con- 
stituted and for that reason wholly without jurisdiction 
over the person. The only question which can be rai 
by habeas corpus under the facts in this case is whether or 
not the court-martial had jurisdiction of the person of 
the defendant. It is maintained by the Government: 

“First: That the court-martial, criticised as illegal by 
the petitioner, had jurisdiction over the person of the 
petitioner, for the reason that the Volunteer Army, of 
which petitioner was an officer at the time of his trial, 
conviction and imprisonment, was not ‘other forces’ with- 
in the meaning of Article 77, of the Article of War. 

“Second: That the court-martial in this case was organ- 
ized under the general provisions of the Articles of War 
and had jurisdiction of all officers and soldiers mustered 
and in pay of the United States, and that Article 77 in 
no wise limits the jurisdiction or powers of such courts- 
mg hee but only applies to the qualifications of its mem- 
ber 


—_— 


“Third : The court-martial having jurisdiction and act- 
ing within its powers, its proceedings cannot be assailed 
by habeas corpus.” 

In making his argument Colonel Crowder took up in 
turn each of these contentions of the Government, and by 
excellent reasoning endeavored to prove his case. If the 
Court of Appeals should decide in Deming’s favor it 
would place the War Department in a most embarrassing 
position as many other cases hinge on the fact that the 
Department decided in 1898 that officers of the Regular 
Army were qualified to sit upon courts-martial trying offi- 
cers or soldiers of the Volunteer forces. The case of 
James C. Reed, formerly captain and commissary of Vol- 
unteers, is of the like nature to that of Deming. ‘The pa- 
pers in the Reed case have this week been sent to the 
President for his action, which will be deferred pending 
the settlement by the St. Louis Court of the claims made 
by Deming’s attorneys.

STATE TROOPS. 


In the matter of the appeal of Quartermaster Sergeant 
Dillon, Co. I, 71st Regiment from an election held in 
that company for captain, Sept. 3, 1901, Colonel Phis- 
terer, A. A. G., in an official communication to Colonel 
Bates says: “I am directed by the Governor to inform 
you that he finds that the Military Code requires as a 
qualificaton of the voter that ‘he shall not be indebted 
at the time to the civil organization,’ and that this dis- 
qualification ‘may be removed by the payment of such 
indebtedness at any time before the polls shall be closed.’ 
The whole purpose of the special meeting and the motion 
made therein was to nullify the plain intent of the law. 
Notes payable at a future time do not remove the fact 
that the giver is indebted to the party accepting the 
notes, it merely authorizes a delay in the payment of 
the amount due. Further, the by-laws of the company 
read: ‘these by-laws may be amended by a vote of two- 
thirds of all the members of the company at any meet- 
ing, provided a written notice of such proposed alter- 
ation or amendment be given at a meeting preceding that 
on which such action is taken.’ The amendment at that 
special meeting, to the by-laws, was adopted when only 
26 men were present. The company shows a strength 
of 48, and notice of the proposed action was not given 
at a preceding meeting. The Governor therefore dis- 
misses the appeal of Quartermaster Sergeant Dillon.”

MAJOR GEN. LOYD WHEATON’S REPORT. 


Further evidence of the difficulties attending American 
military operations in the Philippines appears in the an- 
nual report of Major Gen. Loyd Wheaton, U. S. A., 
commanding Department of Northern Luzon. The condi- 
tions confronting Gen. Wheaton and his force of 25,000 
officers and men in August, 1900, were extremely trying. 
large bands of: guerrillas were operating in the moun- 
tains of Northern Luzon, Aguinaldo with an armed fol- 


lowing was secreted in the province of Isabella and incit- 
ing rebellion in the Cagayan Valley, aud considerable 
bodies of guerrillas and outlaws infested the mountain 
districts of Nueva Ecija and Bulacan. The swamps 
along the north shore of Manila Bay were occupied by 
assassins and thieves, the provinces of Morong and In- 
fanta were overrun by gangs of desperate outlaws, and the 
leaders of the insurrection were maintaining their resis- 
tance to American authority by terrorizing the natives 
with threats of death to those who dared to surrender 
to the American forces. Hundreds who were suspected 
of a willingness to submit to the Americans were put 
to death by these leaders, the victims including scores 
of women and children who were murdered under circum- 
stances of revolting cruelty. The secret society of the 
Katipunan exerted a powerful influence in many districts, 
its object being the secret assassination of all Americans 
and the murder of all natives, together with their families, 
who were friendly to Americans. i 

To deal effectively with these conditions required the 
utmost vigilance, patience and courage on the part of the 
American forces. But the situation was met resolutely. 
Scores of murderers were arrested, convicted and execut- 
ed. More than 2,000 thieves and other criminals were 
duly tried and on conviction sent to prison. The troops 
were kept actively employed in every district. The in- 
surgents were given to understand by the U. S. Military 
Governor of the Philippines in his proclamation of Dec. 
20, 1900, that their savagery would be tolerated no longer, 
and that their armed resistance must cease. This was 
followed by the surrender of many rebels, and the move- 
ment thus inaugurated received a further impetus from 
the capture of Aguinaldo, on the 23d of the ensuing 
March. Then began the final disintegration of the in- 
surrection in Northern Luzon. Geronimo, Sandico, Ale- 
jandrino, 'Tinio, Lacuna, and a dozen other insurgent 
commanders surrendered with their followers and arms. 
Others were captured or slain in battle. Order came out 
of chaos, peace was restored, the natives resumed their 
vocations and crimes ceased—all this having been accom- 
plished, says General Wheaton, with a deeree of human- 
ity and patience on the part of the American troops 
“which has no parallel in the history of dealing with 
Asiaties.” Writing on June 30, 1901, General Wheaton 
says that “since the surrender of Lacuna on May 19 
no hostile shot has been fired in this department, and at 
this time life and property are as safe in the several 
provinces as at any period of which we have knowledge.” 

During the period covered by General Wheaton’s re- 
port about 12,000 insurgents either surrendered or were 
captured by his forces, together with 51 cannon and more 
than 6,000 rifles. Municipal governments were establish- 
ed in all towns in the department, including a police sys- 
tem employing in all more than 2,500 men. The con- 
structive work completed during the vear included more 
than 400 miles of road with many bridges and culverts. 
Health conditions were improved by the enforcement of 
rigid sanitary regulations, the telephone and telegraph 
lines, aggregating 2,672 miles of wire, were kept constant- 
ly open, and in addition to this work the military author- 
ities were required to conduct the administration of jus- 
tice in all but six provinces of the department. This out- 
line of accomplished results demonstrates beyond question 
that American military operations in the Department of 
Northern Luzon have been conducted vigorously, wisely, 
humanely and effectively. 
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NEW ORLEANS DRY DOCK. 


The new floating dry dock at New Orleans, La., is 
the largest dock of its kind in the world, and was 
constructed from English plans by the Maryland Steel 
Company, at Sparrow Point, Md. Its general dimen- 
sions are as follows: Length over all, 525 feet; breadth 
over all, 126 feet, 2 7-16 inches; breadth between walls, 
100 feet; depth over sills, 28 feet; depth of pontoons, 
17 feet, 6 inches; height of keel blocks, 4 feet; maxi- 
mum draught, 50 feet; number of pontoons, three; 
length of middle pontoon, 242 feet; length of end pon- 
toons, 141 feet % inch: length of walls, 395 feet 5% 
inch: width of walls, 12 feet 144 inches; clearance of 
walls and pontoons, 2 feet; freeboard of walls, 28 feet— 
on sills, 4 feet, 9 inches; number of keel blocks, 209; 
weight of dock, 6,122 tons. < 

It is capable of lifting a ship of 15,000 tons to a 
height of 2 feet above the water, or of sustaining a ves- 
sel of 18,000 tons with the dock awash. 

The specifications require that a vessel can be docked 
in three and a half hours from the time she enters. 
This includes mooring, pumping, and lifting opera- 
tions. The pumping machinery is placed in the side 
walls, and at the bottom of each wall are placed four 
centrifugal pumps on a main drain. The pumps are 
of the horizontal type, with branch pipes leading 
through all the different water-tight compartments. 
Each pair of pumps is driven by a vertical compound 
engine, fixed in the central and upper portion of the 
side wall. Steam is supplied by an installation of Bab- 
cock and Wilcox water-tube boilers, and one boiler 
is provided for each engine. The steam pipes are so 
arranged that either engine can take steam from 
either boiler; each boiler, engine, and pump is there- 
fore duplicated in each wall, so that if only one boiler, 
engine and pump remain at work, the whole dock can 
still be lifted. A complete ‘‘washing-down” service is 





installed in each wall, worked by independent pumps 
of the Worthington type. 

The main pumps are connected by vertical shafting 
and gearing to the engines.

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speed by automatically changing the cut-off as the 
steam pressure or load may vary, but also v the 
rate of revolutions at will, from a minimum of to 
a maximum of 300 revolutions, without stopping the 
engine. ‘The governor regulates at either extreme or 
at any intermediate speed desired, and in this respect 
differs from the ordinary shaft governor. The object 
of the differential s is to give the centri 
pumps their highest efficiency speeds working under 
different heads. er 
The whole dock is operated from two central posi- 
tions, one on each side wall. In the valve houses are 
grouped signal levers, by means of which all the different 
valves can be operated from this point. Each valve 
house is in direct communication with the engine 
house by means of speaking tubes, so that the dock 
master can manipulate every valve, both water and 
steam, for maneuvring the lock without quitting his 
station. The actual mooring of the dock will be by four 
chain cables of the stud link pattern, to which will be 
attached mushroom anchors. These will be handled 
7 heavy capstans connected to powerful winches, and 
placed on the top deck of the side walls. The lock will 
also be attached to shore steel columns, by two 
lattice booms, articulated in all directions, 
lock being free to rise and fall with the 
river, which is subject to frequent severe fresh- 
ets, sometimes rising 20 feet above sea level. This 
connection will at the same time allow the dock to be 
swung in shore out of the strongest current, which 
occasionally attains a speed as high as six miles an hour. 
The side walls are provided with flying gangways, 
which are placed at the bow end of the dock, and 
hinged so as to swing together. These will be fitted 
with a platform and handrailing, thus providing a means 
of passing from one side wall to the other. There are 
also on the inside of the side walls convenient ladders 
and stairways to reach the upper and intermediate deck 
from the deck of the pontoons. Each gangway deck 
and opening is provided with light swinging hand cranes 
for handling material from off-shore connection or from 
lighters. On the top of the walls there will also be 
placed auxiliary winches, fairleads, and all the necessary 
appliances for handling lines for docking vessels.

GUN EXPLOSIONS. 
(From a Military Correspondent of the Engineer. ) 

Gun accidents may be divided into two classes: First, 
those resulting from the bursting of the gun; and, sec- 
ondly, those from unexpected firing. The first are the 
most serious, and are happily the rarest. The bursting 
of a gun is generally due to weakness of construction or 
faults in material; or the gun burst from the use of pow- 
der which burnt too rapidly, either when first made, or 
by becoming too dry on keeping. It is seldom that a gun 
has been burst by any inadvertence on the part of the 
gunners, but one notable instance occurred some years 
ago, when a 38-ton R. M. L. gun was accidentally burst 
in a turret on board H. M. S. Thunderer, with dreadful 
less of life, the cause being traced to accidental double 
loading. An exneriment was made a few months after- 
wards at Woolwich with the fellow gun, and after va- 
rious trials it was double-loaded and fired in a bursting 
cell, and burst in an almost exactly similar manner. It 
may be noted in passing that this accident could not be 
repeated in a modern B. L. gun, as a second charge can- 
not be loaded while another is still in it. 

Modern guns seldom burst: this is due to verv careful 
manufacture, calculation of stresses, inspection, and 
reneated testings: and the modern method of buiuuwng 
the guns allows the parts to be well under review during 
construction. wanger of bursting is also prevented by 
the very careful control of the rate of burning and qual- 
ity of the propellant. It is due to these considerations 
that although guns have to endure a much greater total 
of gas pressures than previously, that the number of 
bursts has decreased instead of increased. Another class 
of injury to the gun, causing bursts of the fore parts in 
some cases, is due to the premature explosion of a shell 
in the bore; but these are carefully guarded against, and 
fortunately rarely cause loss of life. A breech block 
might blow out even when properly secured, but this 
practically seldom or never happens. 

We come now to our second class of accidents—un- 
expected firing. These were not uncommon with the old 
smooth-bore and rifled muzzle-loading guns; and, strange- 
ly enough, the accidents happened most frequently at 
salutes, and not when shotted rounds were fired. The 
explosion of the saluting charge being less violent than 
that of the service one, did not always ensure the burn- 
ing up or expulsion of the material of the bag, as was 
almost always the case when firing with projectiles. 

With the modern breech-loader this cause of acci- 
dent’ was very much diminished, if not entirely done 
away with; for as the breech is opened for loading, 
it is possible to look and see if all is clear; and any 
sponging out removes any burning debris, if it exists, 
awav from the place the new cartridge will occupy. 
Breech-loaders, however, with all their advantages, pre- 
sent the manifest drawback that if they are fired with 
the breech open, or if the breech is not properly se- 
cured, that disastrous results will follow, and then 


they will ——_ be worse than with a muzzle-loader, 
as with latter the blast from the goes forth 
in front of the muzzle away from the bulk of the crew, 
while with the former destruction is hurled backwards 
and homewards among many victims. With the first 
Armstrong breech-loaders accidents were by no means 
uncommon from this cause, as it was quite possible to 
screw up the breech firmly when it was not in its cor- 
rect ition. No very serious accidents, however, hap- 


peu partly, doubtless, due to the fact that compara-- 


tively small charges were employed. But now for many 
ears it has very rightly been regarded as an axiom 
hat a breech-loading gun should be so constructed that 
it is not possible to fire it until the breech is properly 
secured. here still exists, however, another cause of 
unexpected firing, and it is rather a subtle one. With 
any fire-arm, of course, a miss-fire may occur through 
some failure of the firing arrangement; in some cases, 
however, the failure may be only temporary, when it 
is called a hang-fire—when there is delay, sometimes 
almost imperceptible, but occasionally lasting for sev- 
eral seconds. Recognizing this difficulty, the regula- 


tions order that after a miss-fire a period of two min-: 


utes must be allowed to elapse before opening the 
breech and taking out the cartridge, in order to allow 
time for a possible explosion, and on board ship a quick- 
firing cartridge with percussion cap which has missed 
fire must be thrown overboard as soon as it is re- 
moved from the gun, for the sake of safety. ‘Lhe hang- 
fire is most delusive, it seldom occurs, and cannot be 
rehearsed; but it is evidently very dangerous, as it 
seems such a safe thing to onen the breech, if the charge 
has not gone off. 
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Special dispositions were made in regard to the sub- 


marine boats at the recent Dunkirk review. 
Each of them was furnished with two short 
masts, the forward with No. 1 flag and the after 


one with the national flag. While navigating on the sur- 
face it was, and is, ordered that they shall be treated by 
the other vessels, in regard to evolutions, as if they were 
sailing ships. The torpedo boats, vedettes, and steam 
launches accompanying the submarines were ordered to 
bear, as a distinctive mark, a white ball instead of the 
national flag. The hoisting of this was ordered to be the 
certain indication that a submarine boat was navigating 
below the surface, and every vessel observing the signal, 
and being unable to see the submarine boat clearly, was 
to give a wide berth to the torpedo boat or launch by 
passing astern. 


-— 
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Before the court-martial for the trial of Lieut. Com- 
mander Hepworth Alton, R. N., on a charge of having 
negligently performed his duty as commanding officer of 
the destroyer Tnorn in allowing that vessel to run down 
a liberty boat, the prisoner gave evidence, declaring that 
there was no single act that might have avoided the col- 
lision which he did not perform. If he had reversed 
engines it would not have saved the collision, and in 
going through the cutter the destroyer’s propellers, the 
blades of which were as sharp as knives, revolving with 
extreme rapidity, would, in all probabilitv, have cut to 
pieces the bodies of those on board. The court found the 
charge partly proved, and adjudged the accused to be 
severely reprimanded and dismissed his ship.

The Court of Inquiry formed at Malta to investigate 
the cause of the premature explosion of a cartridge dur- 
ing gun practice on board of the Royal Sovereign has 
ascertained without doubt that the breech-screw of the 
gun was by some means prematurely swung-to before the 
operation was concluded of inserting the safe arrange- 
ment, which should prevent such an accident occurring 
when inserting a new striker. This was being done on 
the occasion of the recent accident, owing to a misfire.
